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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

Claims 14-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Elder 
et al. The patent to Elder teaches structure as claimed including a deck member, 
peripheral foot portions (24), outwardly directed recesses, central foot portions (30). In 
reference to claim 24, it is noted that in cross section, the support members are 
substantially u-shaped, in as much as it is defined. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The patents to Farrar, Duckett, Nulle et al, Fahrion, Apps, Koefelda et al, 
Polziv teach structure similar to applicant's.
